Failure To Pass Appro- 
priation Bill Is Forecast, 
Forcing Governor To Re- 
call Solons. 


WALKER COGNIZANT 
OF SERIOUS THREAT 


Agricultural Department 
Items Are Storm Center. 
Deliberate Delay Is 
Charged to Senate. 


An extra session of the Georgia 
legislature loomed as a strong prob- 
ability Thursday night when the 
house and senate faced practical cer- 
tainty of a deadlock over items in the 
general appropriations bill. 

With both honses apparently de 
termined to stand firm, the clash 
which began Thursday seems likely to 
continue to the hour of sine die ad- 
journment Saturday night. If the 
session should end with the general 
appropriations bill unpassed, it would 
be necessary for the governor to call 
a special session before January 1, 
1926, in order that the state govern- 
ment might function for the next two 
years. 

Little Chance To Agreé€. 

The house will begin consideration 
of the senate amendments to the gen- 
eral appropriation bill this morning. 
But it was evident Thursday night 
that there is little chance of house 
agreement. Then, should the senate 
refuse to recede the question would 
be thrown into the hands of confer- 
ence committees. 

There are 36 senate amendments 
to the general appropriations bill as 
it left the house, which, it is said, 
call for about $900,000 more revenue 
than voted by the house. As the 
bill left the house its total appro- 
priations called for about $350,000 
more than the estimated revenue for 
1926. Chairman Fermor Barrett of 
the house committee on appropria- 
tions has stated that he will never 
agree to this additional overdraft on 
the state finances. In addition, how- 
ever, the house itself has passed spe- 
cial appropriation bills totaling well 
over a million and, with the impossi- 
bility of now passing any bills to 
raise additional revenue, the state 
will in any event face a heavy de- 
ficit in 1926 and 1927. 

Will Fight to Finish. 


The combination of the two big 
groups in the house—those who are 
fighting the senate amendments be- 
cause they simply add a further load 
to the overburdened state finances, 
and those who oppose the senate in- 
creases to different branches of the 
department of agriculture—means 
that there is an overwhelming ma- 
jority who will fight to the last ditch 
against acceptance of these senate 
Pmendments. 

It was over appropriation items af- 
fecting the department of agriculture 
—-the bone of contention all through 
the session and the object of the bitter-

Havana Editor Assassinated 


ze CUBAN NEWSPAPER 


URGED HE BE KILLED “¢ 


After His Death Is Demanded 


Havana, August 20.—Eight hours 
after an evening newspaper had de- 
clared in a headline that “Senor Ar- 
mando Andre must be killed’ Andre 
fell before his home Thursday with 
14 bullet wounds in his body. A quick 
trip to a hospital failed to save An- 
dre’s life. He dicd on the operating 
table. : 

As publisher of the newspaper El 
Dia, Andre had attacked the admin- 
istration of President Machado with- 
out mercy. During the regime of 
former President Zayas, Andre was 
captain of the port of Havana. 

Andre was returning from his news- 
paper office when he was killed. He 


arrived before his home in a motor 
ear and was under fire the moment 
the ear stopped. The chauffeur told 


investigators that two men _ were 
standing across the street as he stop- 
ped the ear. They held, newspapers 
before their faces. Whoever the kill- 
ers were, they were marksmen. 

In addition to che 14 bullets which 
lodged in Andre’s body, eight bullet 
marks were found on the side of the 
house within an srea of less than a 
foot square, and just the height of 
a man’s head. 

A mysterious man in a military 
uniform was concerned in the killing, 
according to a neighbor who was 
roused by the shots and looked out 
the window in time to see such a 
person fleeing. 

Secretary of Justice Barraque has 
promised an energetic effort to appre- 


hend and punish the killers.

Daytona Man Held To Have 
Caused Death of Mrs. 
H. D. Hunt. 


Miami, Fla., August 20.—(/)—Mrs. 
H. D. Hunt, alias May Devillo, came 
to her death from poison administered 
by John. Gobel, wealthy Daytona 
(Fla.) realty operator. That was the 
verdict rendered by a coroner’s jury 
here this afternoon. 

Mrs. Hunt was visited in the local 
jail Tuesday night after being placed 
there under a warrant charging she 
had stolen a $1,500 diamond ring 
from Gobel, with whom she had been 
friendly. While Gobel was visiting 
her she ran from the cell, declaring 
he had forced her to drink poison. 

After naming the poison which 
killed the woman, the verdict read: 

“We further say upon our oaths 
that said poison was given her, either 
forcibly or by inducement at the 
hands of one John Gobel, and we 
therefore recommend that said John 
Gobel be held to await action of the 
grand jury.” 

County Solicitor Robert Taylor tes- 
tified that while examining Gobel, 
the latter offered him a $500 bribe 
to “fix things up.”

Hunt poison, but admitted he had 
been on very intimate terms with her 
previous to her arrest.

Three New Heat Records 
Made as Atlanta Swel- 
ters in Fourth Wave of 
Summer. 


RELIEF IS PROMISED 
IN RAINS SATURDAY 


High Temperatures Are 
General Over South. 
Rain Expected To End 
Long Period of Drouth. 


While Atlanta wilted under the 
glare of its fourth summer heat wave 
and saw the mercury establish three 
new high recerds. here Thursday, 
cities all over Georgia and the south 
reported temperatures in excess of 
any ever recorded by their respective 
weather bureau. ; 

Atlanta’s maximum _ temperature 
was an even 100 degrees, but other 
Georgia towns and cities far surpassed 
this record. The highest temperature 
in the state was reported at Griffin, 
the weather bureau there recording 
107 degrees, the highest in its his- 
tory. 

Augusta ran 
a maximum reading of 106, this alo 
beating any high mark ever recorded 
theré, Macon wag a_ strong third 
with 105 degrees, with weather of- 
ficials there announcing that this was 
the hottest weather ever known to 
that city. Columbus sent in a new 
high record, the mercury in that city 
mounting to 102 degrees. 

Dixie Cities Suffer. 

While new high records by the 
score were being run up all over 
Georgia, other southern cities also 
suffered blistering temperatures. The 
thermometer went to 102 in Birm- 
ingham, and Little Rock, Memphis, 
New Orleans, Vicksburg and San An- 
tonio reported maximum readings of 
100. degrees. 

The mercury at the Atlanta weath- 
er bureau Thursday afternoon reach- 
ed a high point of exactly 100 de- 
grees, two-tenths of 1 degree higher 
than Wednesday, when the maximum 
temperature was 99.8 but was re- 
ported in round numbers by the local] 
weather bureau at 100 degrees for the 
sake of good measure. 

This is the highest point ever at- 
tained by an official United States 
thermometer here during August, the 
old record established August 11, 
1900, at 98 degrees. 

In setting its second record, the 
mercury started its climb Thursday 
from a low point of 80, just 3 de- 
grees in excess of the former high 
point for minimum temperatures, 

The third and final record was es- 
tablished when the weather bureau 
recorded a mean temperature of 90 
degrees for the day, easily the highest 
of the present summer and probably 
the highest forall time. 

After ringing up by 2 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon these new goals for fu- 
ture torrid summers to shoot at, the 
hot wave—apparently well satisfied 
with its work—fapidly receded before 
a bank of clouds that swept in from 
the east. Thousands of parched At- 
lantans looked vainly to these clouds 
for rain, but C. EF. von Herrmann, 
chief of the local weather bureau, fore- 
cast that no relief is in sight until Sat- 
urday afternoon, when cooling show- 
ers are slated to arrive. 

Meanwhile, he added, 
conditions today will be 
same as those of Thursday. 

The Washington bureau forecast for 
today called for cooler, cloudy weath- 
er, with probable showers. 

The present heat wave is the sec- 
ond to sweep down on Atlanta during

FIREMEN UNABLE 
TO CHECK FLAMES 


Pasadena, California, 
Threatened by Forest 
Fire—1,400 Men Enlist- 
ed in Fight To Save City. 


Asheville, N. C., August 20.—Dam- 
ages estimated by citizens of Blow- 
ing Rock to be approximately $1,- 
000,000 have been done to Grandfa- 
ther mountain timber and lands by 
forest fires which have been raging 
there today, it was learned tonight in 
a telephone message to The Asheville 
Citizen. 

Efforts to communicate with fire 
wardens or officials were futile, as 
it was said that they were all at the 
scene of the conflagration. Citizens 
said that the entire mountain is in 
flames. 

Owners of Mayview manor, a large 
resort hotel at Plowing Rock, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the hotel is 
in no danger of destruction. 

Those who have been endeavoring 
to fight the flames tonight saw lit- 
tle hope of success unless rain comes 
soon, and there are no indications of 
this. 

Charring of Grandfather mountain, 
which is government property, will 
destroy some of the most picturesque 
mountain scenery in eastern United 
States. 

Tonight numerous small fires were 
observed in other fvrests in the Lin- 
ville-Blowing Rock section. 


Grandfather mountain is>a part of 
the Blue Ridge range and lies in Wa- 
tauga county between Blowing Rock 
and Linville, both popular summer 
resorts, where thousands of visitors 
are attracted each year. 

Although there are large resort ho- 
tels here and at Linville, none are 
located on Grandfather mountain, 
whieh was aequired by the federal 
government a few years ago. Several 
months ago, the mountain was pro- 
posed as part of the site for a na- 
tional park.

PROMINENT DOCTOR 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 
KILLED BY NEGRO 


Farmville, N. C., August 20.—Dr. 
Il. P. Moseley, widely -known physi- 
cian and a member of a prominent 
Lenoir county family, was shot to 
death hy F rank Frizzell, negro, near 
here tonight when he went to the 
home of the negro in response to a 
professional call. Frizzell was ar- 
rested and was rushed out of town 
for safe-keeping in the jail at Raleigh. 
A load of buckshot was fired into the 
physician’s body causing almost in- 
stant death. 

The shooting occurred on a farm 
half a mile from Farmville. Mrs. Mose- 
ley accompanied her husband and re- 
mained in the car while Dr. Moseley 
went to the negro’s home. When no 
one answered at the front door, the 
physician went around to the back. 
Mrs. Moseley was attracted by shots 
and hurried around the side of the 
house to find her husband on the 
ground dying, and Frizzell, apparently 
drink crazed, standing by with a gun 


in his hands.

Thursday night’s session of the sen- 
ate was warm for a while, and then 
Japsed jnte a period of dullness; Hot 
fights made on Senator Sapp’s_ bill 
to require the words “prison made” to 
be stamped on all prison-made goods 
in Georgia met defent, and Senator 
Williams’ bill to authorize the state 
board of education to develop stand- 
ards for public school buildings also 
lost out. 

The senate then took up reading of 
house bills for the first time, and aft- 
er that recessed for half an hour to 
give the house a chance to pass bills 
so they could be transmitted and read 
in the senate the first time. The senate 
reconvened but there were no house 
bill available. After a parliamentary 
move by Senator Knight to take the 
floor from Senator Harrell on the ju- 
venile bill, the senate adjourned.

000 to $50,000. Both the oil inspec-

WE SHOULD SNEER. 

“One subject [ have never read 
about in your column,” writes a cor- 
respondent, “is convulsions ur spasms, 
or whatever other name you have for 
them, that children have. «ou don't 
deny that children have convulsions, 
do you? Then will you kindly, or in 
a sneering way, tell us your ideas 
about them?” And the correspondent 
goes on to describe a case, what this 
and that doctor said or did or didn’t 
do at one time or another, and so on. 
‘T’ve always had in the back of my 
mind a fancy to buy a little farm 
away out beyond anywhere, to retire 
and live the simple life after I’ve lost 
my job. But now I can se: Ul have 


'to get a rather large farm, one with a 


30 acre field in one corner, to which 
I ean repair at intervals and have a 
good sneer, far enough from simple 
folks, you see, so that they won't 
think I am sneering at them. There 
will probably be plenty of things and 
conditions left to sneer at, enough to 
keep my sneering schedule filled up for 
as long as I ean stand the simple life. 
I suppose I might erect a sign beside 
the rond warning passing strangers 


‘that the frightful speetacie in yonder 


field is just old Dr. Brady doing his 
regular morning sneer, kindly re- 
frain from disturbing or molesting 
the doctor with irritating remarks 
until he recovers from the seizure. 

Children sometimes have convul- 
sions, fits or spasms. I make this 
admission freely and by my own will, 
without influence or duress from any 
quarter. go even further and ad- 
mit that babies and older children 
sometimes have worms. Nay or yea, 
as you please. I'm willing to concede 
that once in a great while a child 
who has worms has spasms, but the 
coincid-nce is insignificant, because 
nine children out of 10 who have 
worms never have any spasms, and 
nine out of 10 who have ‘spasms 
live no Worms. 

Speaking of worms—and leavit. , the 
sneer about spasms for another Giy— 
a recent acquisition of the menagerie 
is a pup as Irish as Paddy’s pig, but 
named Antonio. ‘This Antonio had 
seareely arrived at his new home 
when an amateur dog expert looked 
at his gums, remarked that they 
looked pale and opined the pup had 
worms and even dispensed the medic- 
aments for the treatment of the 
alleged infestation. I'ut the pup 
seemed to keep pretty well, thank 
you, Without the treatment. After a 
time the pup languishd, and the 
veterinary physician was consulted. 
The physician determined by scien- 
tific examination that the pup had 
no worms, but ‘only a_ distemper 
which cleared up in two days. Al- 


though I know nothing about dogs, the | 


alacrity with which the amateur dog 
cxpert diagnosed “worms” by a mere 
peep at thé pup’s gums struck me as 
remarkably like the ubiquitous neigh- 
borhood gossip’s diagnosis of “worms” 
in ailing children—only we were so 
fond of the pup that we hesitated to 
inflict the alleged worm medicine on 
him. The neighborhood gossip can 
spot “worms” in an ailing child by a 
mere glance at the face or a sniff of 
the breath. The facial sign which 
leads to so much cruel mistreatment 
of ailing children is particularly 
“white lines beside the mouth,” espe- 
cially with flushed cheeks and bright 
eyes and any restless twitching. Or 
add a peculiar heavy or sweetish odor 
on the breath, and you have practi- 
cally eondemned the child to such 
maltreatment. * 

Most of the alleged worm medi.ines 
urged by ths neighborhood gossip 
are harmless enough to the worms 
and the child too, and sometimes the 
remedy: is in reality nothing but a 
physic and an alkali which may be 
even. beneficial to the child, but the 
great evil of this practice of amateur 
diagnosis is that it encourages delay 
in the proper treatment of the sick 
child, and that is a crime in which no 
respectable parent can be accessory.

Holder Criticized. 

The minority report 
Hutcheson includes many of the rec- 
ommendations of the majoritv report 
and in addition compliments the man- 
ner in which W. T. Anderson, of Ma- 
con, former board member, and oth- 
ers responded to the committees re- 
quest for testimony. Others who de- 
clined ‘to anpear were severely scored, 
though their names were not men- 
tioned. ; 

Senator Hutcheson expressed dis- 
satisfaction at advances in salary 
made to Chairman Holder, saying 
that eriticism foreed him to repay 
them. He also charged that the charr- 
man had knowledge of pay roll pad- 
ding by Bereth. He referred to the 
number of automobiies used by tbe de- 
partment and analyzed a number 6 
contracts it had awarded. 

The probe of the highway depart- 
ment was directly the outgrowth of 
charges prefferred to Governor Clif- 
ford Walker by Mr. Anderson while 
he was a board member. The Macon 
man charged many irregularities and 
“temperamental unfitness” to Chair- 
man Holder. The senate took ofii- 
cial cognizance of these charges, and 
its special committee conducted an in- 
vestigation lasting for two weeks, 
during which many witnesses testified 


and the entire matter was threshed ° 


out in public. 
Text of the Report. 

The report of Senators Dixon, 
Andrews and Carswell follows: 

To the Senate of Georgia: Your special 
committee appointed under resolution of the 
senate to investigate certain charges 
against the highway department, begs leave 
to submit the following report: 

Your committee heard without limit all 
desiring to be heard. We have 
cone as fully into the investigation as the 
given us would permit. 

‘We do not feel that {t is necessary for 

to go into the report known as the 
“Dawson audit’’ as the same has all been 
adjudicated by the supreme court, and for 
the further reason that those parties mak- 
ing affidavits referred to in said ‘Dawson 
andit'’ either refused to appear for exami- 
nation or testified before the committee 
that they had no personal knowledge of 
the statements contained in their said 
affidavits. 

The highway board and the employees 
of the highway department cooperated fully 
with the committee in its investigation. 
Your committee finds that no illegal or 
wrongful use of the estate’s money by any 
one has developed, sate only the case of 
one PBereth, a minor employee of the de-

Small Losses Cited. 


With reference to certain bids for the 
purchase of cars, egntracts for road-build- 
ing. etc., your committee finds that there 
may have been some technical irregulari- 
ties with reference to same, but that the 
loss to the state, if any. was compara- 
tively small, and we firmly believe that 
there will be nothing to merit the criti- 
cism of the department along this line, as 
the board is now constituted. 

Your committee believes that the state 
hichway bLoard shonld be the supreme and 
controlling authority over the whole de- 
partment, and that atl other officers and 
employees id be under the board's di- 
rection at all times; this to include the 
enginee . mechanical and al* 


ee 


ing are antiquated and not proper for a de- 
partment doing and handling seven million 
dollar business per annum, We recommend 
that a modern system of accounting espe- 
cially suited to the needs of the state hbich- 
way department be installed at once. We 
further recommend that the board employ 
high-class bookkeepers of wide experience 
andvof unquestioned integrity. - 

We further recommend that all expense 
accounts of all officers and employees be 
itemized. 

We find that the offices at East Point 
shops do not have and can not show that 
they have ever taken an annual inventory, 
and we recommend that the board order 
one taken with the state auditor as super- 
visor. We also find that the card index 
system used in the stock reom is not prop- 
erly kept—the withdrawal of supplies from 
time to time not showing thereon: . that 
said inventory be made according to in- 
structions of the state anditor and at such 
times as he may request. 


Continuous Audit Favored. 


We recommend that the state anditor 
emplor a continuous auditor to check up 
the spending of all moneys by any emplovee 
or officer of the department. also the 
auditing of all contracts let by the highway 
department. ‘ 

We further recommend that all bids he 
filed only with the chairman of the high- 
way board and that the highway board 
move its executive offices to East Point, 
and be connected with the main ¢*-.ces. 
This board would function much better away 
from the state house, and we further ree- 
ommend that the chairman employ a high- 
class map as a private and confidential 
executive assistant at such salary as will 
secnre a first-class man of pbility. 

We are firmly of the opinion that the 
atate highway board as -now canstituted 
will cooperate harmonicusly and for the 
betterment of good roads in Georgia. 

We further recommend that the board at 
the earliest possible time sell the Elberton 
rock quarry, as it is apparent that the same 
is being operated at a_ Toss. 

With reference to the operation 
cafeteria and other minor economies which 
were suggesten during the investigaton, we 
submit that this committee has the utmost 
coufidence in the ability and the integrity 
of the present ‘board in the disposition of 
these matters to the best interests of the 
stnte, and that rgame he closed unless it 
can be operated without a loss, 

We recommen? that the publication of the 
highway magazine be put on * paying basis 
or discontinued. 

We deplore the bickering and dissensions 
of the past, but feel sure that the board 
as now constituted will proceed to do all 
things necessary for the proper advance- 
ment of the program for good roads in 
Georgia which is of such vital importance 
to our people.

Senator Hutcheson’s report follows: 
To the Senate of Georgia:

T. Anderson, upon 
being asked to attend as a witness and to 
furnish the committee any information he 
had touching the matters, promptly com- 
plied and gave the committee all assistance 
within his knowledge.

Detached bank accounts should be closed 
out, and thé general cash book. should con- 
tain the record of all receipts and disburse- 
meuts, even if immediately distributed to 
other books. Shifting of funds should cease, 
Where a county deposits money for *ne 
construction of a project and the county 
selects the depository the county should 
furnish suitable bond, and interest shonid 
ve paid on deposits so that all banks may 
be treated alike, although this fund may 
remain in tbe county and in a bank of 
the county’s selection. 

The accounting division must abandon 
the attempt to make the beoks balance 
with the budget. toth the budget division 
and the accounting division should be under 
the control of the board, and it is the 
duty of the board to make the expendi- 
tures of the department come within the 
budget as fixed. The accounting division 
must simply record the expenditures in 
such a manner as to form a clear record 
of the transaction and in euch a manner 
that an audit can be made readily and 
quickly of the department.

liked and he was positively unswerving in his loyalty to baseball. It was 
a personal affront to Phelon when it was learned the White Sox had sold 
the world’s series in 1919. Phelon, being a Cincinnati scribe, could see 
nothing but the Reds that year, and knew they had won on their merits. 
He was a rabid fan, rooting at the top of his voice from press boxes in 
every National league city. 
Phelon used to make the circuit in company with a pair 
of squirrels. Entering a press box he would loosen the neck 
of a sack, which contained the squirrels, and they would scam- 
per about, much to the annoyance of other writers and the 
great glee of Phelon. These pets were killed, but Phelon soon 
came back with a small monkey. : 
HELON was the direct contributor to Billy Evans’ sad experience in 
Chicago when the home-town fans presented the umpire with a 
barrage of tomatoes, laid down at the suggestion of Phelon, who then was 
on the staff of The Chicago Journal. It finished Phelon in Chicago and 
it almost finished Evans. For years the latter scarcely dared enter that

New York, August 20.—The musical 
chimes of the bankers’ concertina,

Nobody seems 
certain as to what this series of five 
ball games, to be played in two double 
headers, one Friday and grnother Sat- 
urday, and a one-act episode Sunday, 
will decide. 

Pirates Beat Dodgers. 


The Pirates beat the Dodgers in 
Brooklyn Thursday afternoon,. by the 
modest score of 2 to 1, and the Giants 
lost to the Cubs 5 to 3. The result 
being that the Giants, who are in 
second place, fell back a certain meas- 
urement of length known as one full 
game. The Giants were two. full 
games behind the Pirates before 
Thursday’s game so, by the occult 
process of baseball mathematics, it 
now appears that they are three full 
games to the bad. 

In the very unlikely event that the 
Giants should win all five games, 
they would quit the series leading the 
league by two lengths. But, if they 
win three and lose the other two they 
will be two games behind or only 
one game nearer the front than: they 
are now.

The series has a historie back- 
ground, however, four years being a 
historic lapse of time in a young 
country. It was way back in 1921 
that the Pirates came to the Polo 
Grounds with a lead of 7 1-2 games, 
lost five games in a row and there- 
after lost some more, the ultimate re- 
sult being a world series in New 
York and no world series in Pittsburg. 
It was during this series that Mr. B. 
Dreyfuss, the Paderewski of the cash 
register, struck the debit key of his 
instrument and rang up a. loss of 
several hundred thousand dollars 
which had been expended for emer- 
geney world series stands in Pitts- 
burg, Mr. B. Dreyfuss being the presi- 
dent and proprietor of the Pittsburg 
Pirates. 

The Giants claim that their pitchers 
are able to beat the Pirates now, 
which may be true to the extent of 
two pitchers inclusive, Art Nehf and 
Virgil Barnes. However, they used 
Jack Bentley, Wisner, Dean and 
Huntzinger to defeat the Cubs Wed- 
nesday and found that Huntzinger 
was the only one who could pitch at 
all.

Washington. August 20.—(#)—A 
new word—kilocycle—gradually is tak- 
ing the place of the word “wave 
length” in the vocabulary of radio 
fans. | 
The department of commerce ex- 
plained in a statement today that the 
marking or logging of dials is found 
to have certain advantages in the new 
term kilocycle, which means frequency 
or the number of waves per second. 

“Just as a musician,” the depart- 
ment said, “ean vary the number of 
oscillations of his vocal chotds, but 
cannot control the length of the sound 
waves, so a radio station can varv 
the number of oscillations per second, 
and let the wave lengths be what they 
will. 

To obtain the frequency when the 
wave length in meters is known di- 
vided 300.000 by the wave length in 
meters. The answer is in kilocycles. 
Likewise the other way round, divide 
300.000 by the number of kilocycles 
to get meters.
